Mat Johnson Attempted to Swim 
Across Stream to Pro- 
cure Boat. 



All Know It To Be a Farce and 
Disgrace And Many 
So State. 



On last Sunday afternoon Mat John- 
son. a prominent log man and farmer, 
of Magan, left his home staling that 
he was going to his sister’s, Mrs. Jas. 
S ogner, who lives near the locks on 
Rough creek. He did go there and 
leaving his buggy and horse crossed 
the creek to his brother’s, Ed Johnson 
He left Ed Johnson’s late Monday af- 
ternoon stating that he was going back 
to his sisters. The next morning Ed 
Johnson called Mrs. Stogner oxer 
the ’phone and inquired where Mat. 
was, Mrs. Stogner stated that she had 
not seen him since he left her home 
on the previous day, whereupon Ed 
Johnson hurried to the creek, where 
he found his brother’s clothing and 
saw his bare foot prints leading into 
the wa*er. it is supposed that Johnson 
attempted to swim the creek to get a 
boat to cross in and that he was drown- 
ed in the attempt. The creek has 
been dragged continually since Tues- 
day morning but the body has not yet 
been recovered. 

There are various rumors afloat con 
cerning Mr. Johnson's disappearance. 
One is to the effect that on leaving 
Ed Johnson’s Monday evening he went 
to where Harve Condit is batching on 
the creek and took supper with him 
and while there asked Condit all abou 
his iravtls in the West and took nu- 
merous notes relative thereto writing 
same in a small book which he took 
from his pocket, it is reported that 
when the clothes were found the hook 
xvas In his pocket but the leaf on 
which he had made l he notes were 
gone. It is also stated 'hat his watch 
was not in his clothing and only a 
small sum of Money was found when 
it was supposed (hat he had sonic hin 
near $100. Some believe that he left 
his clothes as they were found, cross- 
ed the creek and dressed in another 
suit and went off. But a majority of 
the people yet believe that he drown- 
ed in an effort to swim the creek. 



The rapid advance in wheat at the 
present time, which may be termed 
the eve of the wheat harvest, is a 
matter of such unusunlity that it is 
interesting the attention of the best 
student 8 of farm product markets as 
well as the students of fanner or- 
ganizations. To the student of both 
there is rich food for thought in the 
wide divergence of reasons given by 
these different students when they 
give their views of the rensons why 
the price of wheat is advancing so 
rapidly at this time. 

S. B. Lee, prominent A. S. of E.

Tobacco Growers’ association, says 
the price has been advanced by the 
wheat trust in anticipation of the 
National Grain Growers’ association, 
lo be held at Omaha on June 5, 6, and 
7. He says the trust magnates know 
that the result of the meeting will 
be a general agreement, of the grow- 
ers to pool the 1907 crop cf wheat 
and that the result will be a rapid ad- 
vance and that these magnates are 
advancing the price in order to get 
the credit of the advance, and to rob 
the farmer organization of the good 
effect of having produced the ad- 
vance. 

The elevator men a! St. Louis end 
Chicago, sav that the price has ad- 
vanced because of the unfavorable 
weather and the damages done by the 
bugs and other causes which will 
suieiy cut the crop sljori. 

The mill men say the price is go- 
ing up purely as a speculative mat- 
ter with the elevator men who have 
gotten into the elevators much more 
wheat titan ever before at this time 
of the year and they nre forcing the 
price up in the belief that the mill 
men can be forced to buy at once or 
before the harvest of the new wheat 
and thus they will realize immense 
profils. 

A local miller in discussing the 
matter, said there was 200,000 more 
bushels of wheat in the St. Louis ele- 
vators and many more thousands of 
bushels more in the Chicago eleva- 
tors than at the same time last year. 
The estimate of No. 2 red wheat in 
the Chicago elevators is 16,000,0(10 
bushels. This is unprecedented for the 
season. — Owensboro Inquirer.

Unearthed While Opening a Coal 
Mine is Attracting Wide- 
Spread Attention. 



Candidates Leading Race in Eacb

Recently Mr. J. M. Guy commenced 
to open a coal bank on Felix Evans’ 
farm, better Jtnwon as the George 
Roach place, About one and one half 
miles uorth of Magan, Ohio county. 
Last Friday afternoon he found .about 
ten feet beneath the earth’s surface, a 
structure which proved to be a log 
building. It was about ten feet from 
the opening of the bank which, 
opening started at a branch that 
runs along the foot of a bluff about 
twenty feet high. From the top of 
this bank there rises in a southward 
direction a very large hill. The build- 
ing was about nine feet in the clear 
and six feet high, the logs being well 
notched down and the rafters fasten- 
ed down with wooden pins, and cover- 
ed with chestnut boards. The timber 
was somewhat decayed but in i*s orig- 
inal position except Ihe door, was off 
the hinges and lying down. Inside 
the building, which hud a solid floor 
of slate, the dirt was about a foot 
deep. 

Mr. Guy is now digging around this 
building so as to move it out of the 
way of opening his coal bank. The 
oldest citizens of Magan community 
who were born and raised there seem 
to know nothing of this building sup- 
posing it to have been built at the 
foot of the hill perhaps a century ago. 
and a land slide from the hill covered 
it up and has kept It hid from view 
until the present. 

This find is quite unusual and is at- 
tracting widespread attention. People 
are flocking to the scene in crowds to 
view the antiquated building.

Mrs. Margaret Taylor, 
late Thomas Taylor, died at her home 
in Hartford late Monday afternoon of 
tuberculosis and troubles incident lo 
old age. Rev. J. A. Lewis, who con- 
ducted the funeral sendees, furnished 
us the following account of her life 
and death: 

Margaret Young Davis, daughter of 
Thos.

She 
read her bible closely, marking the 
many passages which impressed her 
m'nd and comforted her heart. She 
loved her church and regretted to be 
deprived of the prlvileges’of the sanc- 
tuary. She never allowed her pastor 
to leave without reading the scripture 
and prayer. Her talks were sweetly 
assuring full of faith and hope, she 
was perfectly resigned.

Vice President Fairbanks’ friends, 
not only In Indiana but in other states 
are pointing to the fact that he has 
the delegation from his own state be- 
yond dispute. This is something which 
is not so true of the home Btale of 
any of the other presidential possi- 
bilities. This means a great deal in 
the game of national politics, for the 
candidate is left absolutely free to 
cultivate friends in other stateB. 

Hughes has a bad fight on his hands 
in New York. Taft and Foraker are 
still scrapping it out in Ohio. Cum- 
mins and the stand-patters in Iowa 
will never cease from troubling but 
in Indiana all is peace. Apparently 
everybody works but Fairbanks. In 
point of fact, the Vice President really 
has the only national magazine 
which has yet made itself apparent 
among the Republicans. Yet the 
Fairbanks people have kept away 
from favorite sons. They have kept 
on good terms with Cannon In Illi- 
nois, and It cannot be said that they 
have maliciously interfered with Taft 
in Ohio, Hughes in New r York, or Cum* 
mins in Iowa. 

Some skillful hand has been behind 
the Fairbanks movement, for In half ! 
a dozen states the Vice-President has 
wisely avoided taking part with one 
faction or the other. This persistent, 
clever work, so much of it under the 
surface, with its absence of entangle- 
ments, is sure to tell in the long run, 
and it is this thing which makes the 
Vice-President so strong a possibility 
in the presidential race in 1908. 

Wherever this genius for political 
organization conies from, it does not 
originate with the Vice-President him- 
self. He seldom or never talks per- 
sona' politics, even with his best 
friends. Recently, when the Vice-PreB 
ident visited Iowa, he was entertain- 
ed at the home of Gov. Cummins. 

“And do you know," said the gover- 
nor to me in some surprise, “the Vice- 
President never opened his mouth 
about politics while he was my guest." 

The same thing always has been j 
true to Washington. Most of the other 
presidential candidates were at least . 
willing to joke about their own 
chances. Not so with the Vice-President 
He dodged a direct inquiry every time, 
and many of his intimate friends have 
been entirely unable to secure from 
him the positive declaration that he 
wanted their help in the next Repub- 
lican national convention. 

There la no more familiar flngure on 
the streets of Washington than that 
of the tall, vigorous, fresh colored, and 
well kept Vice-President. Yet he has 
no camp followers, no hangers-on, no 
political heelers. He has made friends 
indiscriminately in the senate, both 
Democrats and Republicans, and he is 
intensely popular, but not at all in a 
political way. Everybody in Washing- 
ton talks about the Fairbanks ma- 
chine, but there are precious few who 
can say that they have heard the 
wheels go round. 

This curious political condition is 
equally noticeable here in Indianapolis 
One naturally would expect to find the 
Vice President's home city a semi-pub- 
lic organization, created and managed 
for the express purpose of booming 
him for the presidency. Yet one can 
find nothing half so strenuous as the 
Taft organization at Columbus and 
Cincinnati. 

Indiana is quietly and certainly for 
Fairbanks. The tall Senator had a 
machine of his own long ago, and it 
is so well oiled and adjusted it works 
without attracting much outside atten- 
tion. It is probable Taft could come 
into Indiana and make a lot of trouble

Taft people have been urged to start 
Just such a fire across the Indiana 
line. Thus far they have been too 
busy in Ohio to get far beyond their 
own State. If they were to trespass 
In Indiana It is more than likely the 
Fairbanks machine would display some 
reactionary activity In Ohio, whereas 
up to the present time the vice pres- 
ident has done nothing either to help 
or hinder Foraker and Taft in their 
internecine battle. 

The Vice President Is frequently rat- 
ed as a reactionary, and it has been 
alleged that great railroads and corpor- 
ation interests are behind him. That 
may be true, but it must be remembered 
that during the whole Roosevelt admin- 
istration the President's policies have 
been constantly supported by the Vice 
President. In no case that I can re- 
member did he antagonise the railroad 
bill, pure food measure, meat Inspec- 
tion law, or any other of the impor- 
tant legislative policies of the admin- 
istration.
